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Good work has been done in nearly all the districts both by 
teachers and pupils. Quite a number of the schools have been 
very small, while others have been crowded. — In several dis- 
tricts there has been but one term, while in others there have 
been three, thus affording very unequal advantage to pupils 
residing in different parts of the town. It is hoped that in the 
future arrangements will be made whieh will give to all better 
and more nearly equal advantages. As far as practical, the 
grading of schools seems one of the best methods of accom- 
plishing this end. Although our schools are in the main good, 
yet they are not perfect, and every means should be used to 
secure their constant improvement. A higher standard of ex- 
amination for teachers should be demanded, and teachers who 
prove themselves efficient should, if possible, be retained, even 
though inferior ones imay be secured at a somewhat lower salary.
